The   Acting   President 

Thomas  E.  Gilmer  needs  nu  introduction  (as  the  in- 
troducers say,  usually  at  great  length)  to  a  Hampden- 
Sydney  audience.  He  came  to  the  College  as  a  student 
in  191!).  graduated  in  1923,  returned  as  an  instructor  in 
1927,  and  became  head  of  the  department  of  physics  in 
1934.  He  has  long  been  recognized  as  one  of  the  most 
vigorous,  inspiring,  fair,  and  popular  teachers  on  the 
faculty. 

As  a  result  of  these  many  and  able  years  of  study  and 
service  at  Hampden-Sydney,  he  is 
well  known  to  generations  of  students 
at  this  college;  not  only  those  who 
have  sat  in  his  classes  and  have  had 
the  opportunity  to  witness  his  lively, 
even  acrobatic,  way  of  demonstrating 
physically  the  dramatic  principles  of 
physics,  but  the  larger  number  who 
have  known  him  as  a  great  personality 
and    influence  outside  the  classroom. 

Dr.  Gilmer  has  also  attained  recog- 
nition as  a  leader  in  the  physical  field 
on  both  a  statewide  and  nationwide 
basis.  The  latest  instance  was  the 
recent  revelation  that  Hampden-Syd- 
ney ranked  first  in  the  country  in  the 
proportion  of  its  physics  majors  who 
went  on  to  attain  Ph.D.  degrees  in 
that  subject. 

In  addition.  Dr.  Gilmer  has  been 
an  active  leader  in  the  Presbyterian 
Church  (he  is  an  elder  of  the  local 
congregation)  and  in  community  af- 
fairs. 

His  elevation  to  the  acting 
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-6    Presl- 

dency  of  Hampden-Sydney  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  then,  will  be  welcomed  by  the  alumni 
as  well  as  by  all  those  on  the  local  scene,  not  because  he  is 
a  Hampden-Sydney  man  (some  of  the  greatest  presi- 
dents of  this  college  have  been  graduates  of  other  col- 
leges: exempli  gratia,  Jonathan  P.  dishing  [1821- 
1835],  a  Yankee  from  Dartmouth)  but  because  of  his 
manifest  abilities  as  a  scientist,  teacher,  and  leader,  his 
considerable  prestige  in  the  educational  field,  and  his 
pervading  Christian  idealism.  This  is  the  type  of  man 
around  whom  a  college  community  can  rally  with  con-

Mrs.   Dorothea   Day  Watkins 

Mrs.  Dorothea  Day  Watkins.  after  a  long  illness,  died 
in  Richmond,  Virginia,  on  August  23,  I960.  Her  fu- 
neral took  place  in  the  College  Church  on  August  25. 
with  interment  in  the  College  Cemetery. 


Mrs.  Watkins  was  the  widow  of  Dr.  Asa  Dupuy  Wat- 
kins,  of  the  Class  of  189-4.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Mr. 
Orin  Day  and  .Mrs.  Rosalie  Sunderland  Day  of  Catskill. 
New  York.  Her  mother  was  the  daughter  of  the  Rever- 
end Byron  Sunderland,  a  Presbyterian  minister,  who 
was  at  one  time  Chaplain  of  the  United  States  Senate, 
and  later  went  to  Paris,  where  he  was  Chaplain  of  the 
American  Protestant  Church  there. 

Mrs.  Watkins  was  born  September  7,   1880,  and  was 

a  graduate  of  Bryn  Mawr  of  the  Class  of  1903.  When 

on  a  visit  to  Spartanburg,  South  Carolina,  she  met  Dr. 

Watkins,  who  was  assistant  pastor  of 

__  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  that 

city.  Both  of  them  were  much  in- 
terested in  music,  and  Mrs.  Watkins 
bad  a  lovely  voice.  They  were  mar- 
ried in  Catskill.  Xew  York,  on  Octo- 
ber (i.  1915.  Dr.  Watkins  had  held 
various  charges  before  going  to 
Spartanburg.  In  1918  he  came  to 
Hampden-Sydney  as  head  of  the  De- 
partment of  English  and  held  this 
position  until  his  sudden  death  on 
December  17,  1932. 

Mrs.  Watkins  was  a  woman  of  re- 
markably strong  character  and  of  a 
dynamic  personality.  She  was  an  ac- 
tive and  radiant  Christian  and 
abounded  in  good  works.  She  gave 
herself  unreservedly  to  the  welfare 
and  assistance  of  others.  When  she 
and  Dr.  Watkins  came  to  Hampden- 
Sydney  in  1918,  they  resided  in  the 
Thornton  House,  at  one  time  called 
Park  Place,  now  occupied  by  Profes- 
sor T.  E.  Crawley.  Here  they  made 
their  home,  which  was  open  at  all 
times,  especially  to  the  young  people  and  more  especially 
to  those  musically  inclined.  They  were  free  to  come  and 
go  at  all  hours. 

Mrs.  Watkins  was  a  horn  teacher  and  taught  her  own 
children  and  children  of  others  connected  with  the  Col- 
lege. After  the  death  of  her  husband,  she  built  an  at- 
tractive home  in  the  west  end  of  Hampden  Sydney, 
now  occupied  by  Dr.  D.  Maurice  Allan,  where  she  con- 
ducted a  school  for  younger  children  for  a  short  time. 
Some  eighteen  years  ago  Mrs.  Watkins  removed  to 
Richmond.  Virginia,  and  purchased  a  home  on  Grove 
Avenue.  While  living  there  she  was  a  frequent  visitor 
to  Hampden-Sydney.  where  her  children  were  reared 
and  where  she  had  many  devoted  and  loyal  friends. 
After  going  to  Richmond  to  make  her  home  she  united 
with  Grace  Covenant  Presbyterian  Church. 

She  is  survived  by  her  two  children,  a  daughter,  Miss 
Julia  Day  Watkins,  also  a  graduate  of  Bryn  Mawr,  ami 
now  residing  in  Milwaukee,  Wisconsin,  where  she  is  As- 
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sistHnt  Superintendent  of  Public  Health  Nursing;  and 
a  son,  Asa  Dupuy  Watkins,  Jr.,  a  graduate  of  Hamp- 
den-Sydney in  the  Class  of  1937,  who  later  studied  art 
at  Richmond  Professional  Institute  and  in  New  York 
City.  He  is  now  a  teacher  of  art  in  the  public  schools 
of  Newark,  New  Jersey,  and  resides  in  Morristown,  New 
Jersey,  with  his  wife,  the  former  Luella  Houck,  and 
their  two  small  children.  Mrs.  Watkins'  devotion  to  her 
children  and  theirs  to  her  was  unsurpassed.  She  was 
spoken  of  by  them  as  "Our  wonderful  mother". 

The  impressive  funeral  services  for  her  were  con- 
ducted by  her  former  pastor,  the  Rev.  W.  Twyman  Wil- 
liams, and  Dr.  Benjamin  Lacy,  College  pastor,  and  she 
was  laid  to  rest  by  the  side  of  her  late  husband.  The 
music,  which  included  the  hymn  "For  All  the  Saints 
Who  from  Their  Labors  Pest''  with  its  triumphant 
alleluia,  sung  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  George  L.  Walker,  Jr., 
was  like  a  trumpet,  and  it  was  the  comment  of  all  of 
Mrs.  Watkins'  friends  and  family  who  were  present  that 
this  hymn  as  sung  would  have  been  just  what  she  would 
have  wished. 

The  memory  of  Mrs.  Dorothea  Day  Watkins  will  be 
cherished  for  many  years  to  come  by  all  those  who 
knew  and  loved  her. 


Mrs.   India   Knight   Dunnington 

When  Mrs.  India  Knight  Dunnington  passed  away 
at  her  home,  Poplar  Hill,  near  Farmville,  on  the  25th 
day  of  July,  1960,  the  light  which  had  shone  so  brightly 
at  that  hospitable  home  for  so  many  years  went  out. 
She  celebrated  her  103rd  birthday  on  June  6,  1960. 

As  was  so  aptly  stated  in  an  editorial  in  the  Farmville 
Herald,  her  passing  was  the  end  of  an  era.  We  cannot 
do  any  better  than  to  make  the  following  quotation  from 
this  admirable  editorial:  "Her  beautiful,  full,  and  use- 
ful life  epitomized  the  finest  in  culture,  Christian  faith- 
fulness, gracious  living,  fortitude,  and  the  philosophy  of 
an  era  unmatched  in  America.  She  was  the  symbol  of 
integrity,  pioneer  spirit,  graciousness,  maternal  love,  un- 
selfish community  service,  and  personal  understanding". 

She  was  born  in  Prince  Edward  County,  near  Farm- 
ville, on  June  6,  1857,  the  daughter  of  Major  John  H. 
Knight  and  Alice  Bland  Knight,  and  at  the  age  of 
nineteen  married  Mr.  Walter  Grey  Dunnington.  who. 
like  Mrs.  Dunnington,  was  a  native  of  Prince  Edward 
County.  After  their  marriage  they  made  their  home 
in  Farmville  for  some  years,  and  there  all  of  their 
children  were  horn.  In  1897,  they  moved  to  Poplar  Hill, 
Mrs.  Dunnington's  ancestral  home,  formerly  owned  by 
the  Woodson  family,  and  later  by  Major  John  H. 
Knight,  whose  home  it  had  been  for  many  years.  Mr. 
Dunnington  purchased  this  place  from  his  father-in- 
law,  made  additions  to  the  house,  greatly  enlarged  it. 
and  made  many  other  improvements. 

Mr.  Dunnington  was  a  man  of  sterling  character,  of 
exceptional  ability  and  acumen,  a  tobacconist,  as  was 
his  father  before  him,  and  built  up  a  large  business  in 
this  industry  to  become  nationally  and  internationally 
known.  He  was  withal  a  man  of  great  modesty.  He  died 
at  Poplar  Hill  August  3,  1922. 

Mrs.  Dunnington  spent  the  rest  of  her  life  at  this 
home.  She  supervised  the  management  of  the  1100-acre 


farm,  giving  her  attention  to  every  detail,  and  with  her 
interest  and  care  Poplar  Hill  became  one  of  the  best 
known  and  admired  homes  in  this  section  of  the  State. 
This  old  home  was  dear  to  her  heart  and,  next  to  her  un- 
failing love  and  devotion  to  her  family,  Poplar  Hill  held 
first  place  in  her  affections.  There  she  led  a  life  of  un- 
selfishness and  presided  over  it  with  great  dignity  and 
graciousness,  but  at  the  same  time  with  the  utmost 
simplicity.  She  was  ever  ready  to  render  service  to  her 
community.  The  Southside  Community  Hospital  of 
Farmville  was  the  recipient  of  her  bounty,  and  in  recog- 
nition of  her  generosity,  on  the  occasion  of  her  100th 
birthday,  a  plaque  in  appreciation  of  her  benefactions 
was  placed  in  the  lobby  of  the  hospital.  At  the  same 
time,  as  a  further  tribute  to  her  aid  to  the  hospital, 
two  national  foundations  established  a  permanent  en- 
dowment of  $7000  for  this  community  institution. 

Moreover,  she  was  a  person  of  wide  interest  and  kept 
abreast  of  the  times.  She  was  interested  in  affairs  far 
beyond  those  immediately  connected  with  her  home  life 
and  that  of  the  community. 

Mrs.  Dunnington  was  a  member  of  the  Farmville 
Presbyterian  Church,  and  a  charter  member  of  the 
Longwood  Garden  Club.  She  was  a  great  lover  of 
flowers,  and  her  flower  garden  was  her  special  care. 
When  the  weather  permitted  she  could  be  found  daily  in 
this  garden,  which  was  one  of  great  beauty. 

She  is  survived  by  two  daughters,  Mrs.  Ashton  G. 
Clapham  of  White  Plains,  New  York,  who  has  spent 
much  time  in  the  past  several  years  with  her  mother, 
and  Mrs.  E.  Southard  Shields  of  Farmville;  and  by 
three  sons.  W.  G.  Dunnington,  Jr.,  a  prominent  lawyer 
and  business  man  of  New  York  City,  J.  W.  Dunning- 
ton, of  Farmville,  a  man  of  affairs,  who  carries  on  the 
tobacco  business  established  by  his  father  most  success- 
fully, and  Dr.  John  II.  Dunnington,  an  eminent  eye 
specialist  of  New  York  City;  by  twelve  grandchildren, 
eighteen  great-grandchildren,  and  one  great-great- 
grandchild. 

Her  life  was  dedicated  to  worthwhile  undertakings  and 
she  was  ever  mindful  of  others.  Hers  was  the  spirit  of 
one  who  made  life  the  better  and  happier  for  all  who 
knew  her,  and  her  beneficent  influence  will  long  be  felt 
and  mean  much  to  this  community. 


Hampden-Sydney    Tenth    Oldest 
College  in  Country 

Some  confusion  has  existed  as  to  the  proper  ranking 
of  colleges  by  date  of  founding.  Apparently  any  school 
can  claim  any  date  it  wishes  by  stressing  some  con- 
nection, tenuous  or  otherwise,  with  an  early  prep  school 
or  a  defunct  institution,  and  that  date,  out  of  academic 
politeness,  becomes  accepted. 

Perhaps  this  is  of  little  importance.  The  earlier  date 
looks  good  on  a  school's  coat-of-arms  or  seal  and  does  no 
great  harm.  However,  it  also  establishes  a  college's  posi- 
tion in  the  formal  processions  which  feature  presi- 
dential inaugurations  and  other  affairs  of  academic 
state,  and  it  seems  a  matter  of  justice  that  there  be  a 
reasonable  adherence  to  actual  founding  dates  of  insti- 
tutions as  colleges. 
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This  immoderate  outburst  is  occasioned  by  a  praise- 
worthy article  emanating  from  Franklin  and  Marshall 
College  (reprinted  on  page  8  of  this  issue)  in  which 
Hampden-Sydney 's  founding  date  of  1776  as  a  college 
is  confirmed  and  its  position  as  tenth  oldest  college  in 
the  country  is  established. 

Going  on  from  there,  we  immodestly  assert  that  not 
only  is  Hampden-Sydney  therefore  the  second  oldest 
college  in  Virginia  and  the  South,  but  it  is  actually  the 
oldest  college  in  Virginia  and  the  South  in  continuous 
operation.  The  College  of  William  and  Mary,  whose 
date  of  founding  preceded  that  of  Hampden- Sydney  by 
almost  a  century,  was  closed  from  1861  to  1865,  and 
again  from  1881  to  1888.  Confirmation  of  this  fact 
may  be  found  on  page  three  of  the  1950-60  catalogue 
of  William  and  Mary. 

There  is  no  intent  here  to  derogate  any  of  our 
esteemed  neighbors  and  friends.  Quality,  not  antiquity, 
is  what  really  counts,  and  this  they  have  in  abundance.

A  Departed  Era 


Each  year  a  college  campus  sees  many  an  improve- 
ment in  the  conveniences,  comforts,  and  facilities  avail- 
able to  the  student.  This  has  been  definitely  true  at 
Hampden-Sydney.  Yet,  as  in  so  many  phases  of  human 
life,  along  with  the  gains  there  come  concomitant  losses. 

Here  we  wish  to  lament  the  passage  of  a  Hampden- 
Sydney  institution,  the  last  vestige  of  which  disap- 
peared only  a  few  years  ago,  presumably  never  to  re- 
turn ;  an  institution  which  did  more  to  shape  the  nature 
and  ways  of  the  College  than  any  student  union  build- 
ing ever  could — the  boarding  house. 

This  was  the  school  of  manners  for  Hampden-Syd- 
ney students.  Those  who  came  without  proper  table 
habits  (if  there  were  any  such)  quickly  learned.  Those 
who  had  acquired  polite  behavior  at  home  were  not  dis- 
couraged to  continue  it  at  college.  There  was  no  indec- 
orous conduct  at  tables  presided  over  by  such  ladies  as 
Miss  Susie  Venable  or  her  sisters,  Miss  Addie  and  Miss 
Emma,  Mrs.  H.  P.  Lacy,  Miss  Minnie  Lacy.  Miss  Mar- 
garet Hart,  Miss  Alice  Hart,  Mrs.  Twyman  Williams. 
Mrs.  J.  W.  Bouldin.  Mrs.  J.  W.  Crawley,  and  their 
compeers.  Students  wore  coats  and  ties  to  their  meals. 
If  they  came  coatless  or  wearing  a  sweater,  there  were 
spare  coats  hanging  in  the  hall  for  them  to  don.  The 
blessing  was  asked  before  each  meal.  No  one  got  up 
from  the  table  until  he  had  been  excused  by  the  lady 
who  presided.  ( Miss  Addie  was  somewhat  deaf,  and  it 
took  a  little  patience  and  eye-catching  to  obtain  her 
gracious  nod  of  dismissal,  especially  if  she  were  en- 
grossed in  conversation  with  someone  on  the  opposite 
side  of  the  table;  but  one  never  left  without  it.) 

Yes,  the  Hampden-Sydney  boarding  house  was  one 
of  the  most  formative  and  influential  forces  in  the  edu- 
cation of  that  day.  Out  of  it  developed  the  Hampden- 
Sydney  gentleman  of  a  great  era. 

This  is  not  tu  say  that  the  Hampden-Sydney  gentle- 
man does  not  exist  today  in  the  college  ranks.  It  is  tu 
say  that  he  lacks  the  encouragement  of  that  old-time 
genteel  atmosphere  and  gentle  discipline  which  are  al-

To   the  Alumni: 


During  the  summer  of  L906  a  Eour-year-old  D03 
climbed  up  on  the  sofa  and  peeped  out  the  parlor  win- 
dow to  see  a  "strange"  man  who  was  talking  to  the  boy's 
older  brother.  This  •'strange"  man  was  president  of 
Hampden-Sydney  College  —  whatever  that  might  mean 
to  a  four-year-old  who  had  aever  heard  of  Hampden- 
Sydney  and  had  very  little  idea  of  what  a  president  was 
anyway.  It  did  pique  his  curiosity.  Fifty-four  years  later 
he  is  finding  out  what  it  means  to  be  the  president  of 
Hampden-Sydney  College. 

1  have  received  a  large  number  of  letters  and  other 
messages  wishing  me  well  as  I  take  over  for  an  indefinite 
period  the  responsibilities  of  this  office.  I  have  tried  to 
thank  all  of  you  tor  your  words  of  encouragement.  II' 
I  have  overlooked  anyone,  please  forgive  me.  You  can 
charge  it  to  the  fact  that  I  was  living  part  of  the  time 
at  Hampden-Sydney  and  part  of  the  time  at  Charlottes- 
ville during  the  summer.  1  appreciate  more  than  1  can 
possibly  express  all  of  these  good  wishes  ami  offers  of 
support.  I  covet  your  prayers. 

In  the  quarterly  newsletter  of  August.  I  tried  in  a 
very  feeble  way  to  express  my  disappointment  at  the 
resignation  of  Dr.  Robert.  For  one  who  has  worked  very 
closely  with  him  for  the  past  live  years,  his  absence 
from  the  Hill  leaves  a  void  which  seems  almost  impos- 
sible to  till.  I  count  him  as  one  of  my  closest  friends, 
and  if  there  has  been  anything  easy  about  assuming  the 
duties  of  the  presidency  it  has  been  his  cooperation  in 
the  transitional  period.  He  has  our  best  wishes  as  he 
spends  a  year  in  study  and  travel  and  then  returns  to 
the  classroom. 

For  one  who   has   been   at    Eampden-Sydney   almost 

continuously  since  1919 11  years  —  suddenly  to  be 

catapulted  into  this  responsible  position  is  a  terrific 
shock.  It  is  honestly  a  very  humbling  experience.  As  I 
expressed  it  to  someone.  "I  feel  so  fragile."'  It  has  also 
made  me  reassess  my  own  position  as  a  teacher  and 
Bampden-Sydney's  role  in  guiding  and  training  young 
men  in  these  critical  days  of  the  1960's.  Our  catalogue 
says.  "In  all  phases  of  campus  life  emphasis  is  placed 
on  the  development  of  Christian  character  and  sound 
scholarship."  Any  college  worthy  of  the  name  sub- 
scribes to  the  "sound  scholarship"  part  of  the  above 
statement,  be  it  church-related  or  not.  Sound  scholar- 
ship is  our  reason  for  being.  For  the  past  one  hundred 
and  eighty-four  years.  Hampden-Sydney  has  emphasized 
just  that,  and  we  must  continue,  conic  what  may,  this 
tradition  of  excellence  in  scholarship.  Xo  other  phase 
in  college  life  can  be  allowed  to  supplant  this,  our  pri- 
mary goal. 

But  what  of  tlie  development  of  Christian  character? 
In  a  recent  book.  The  College  Influence  on  Student 
Character  by  Edward  D.  Eddy,  dr..  of  the  American 
Council  011  Education,  we  find  the  following:  "We  have 
attempted  to  examine  the  contribution  which  the  college 
can  make  to  consistent  excellence  in  character  as  well 
as  intellect.  As  a  result.  We  have  reached  what  is  to  us 
a  major  conclusion:  that  tile  college's  unique  and  best 
contribution  to  character  is  a  direct  product  of  a  properly 
balanced  emphasis  on  learning.  .  .  .  We  believe  that  the 


American  college  can  achieve  the  dual  goals  of  intel- 
lectual excellence  and  force  of  character.  The  two  are 
inextricably  interwoven  in  the  truly  educated  man." 
Substitute  for  "character"  the  expression  "Christian 
character"  and  we  have  the  aims  of  Hampden-Sydney 
since  1776.  We  believe  that  Hampden-Sydney  can 
achieve  the  dual  goals  of  intellectual  excellence  and 
force  of  Christian  character.  The  two  are  inextricably 
interwoven  in  the  Hampden-Sydney  man.

Hampden-Sydney  Shown  to  be 
10th  Oldest  College  in  Nation 

Extensive  research  by  Herbert  B.  Anstaett,  librarian 
of  Franklin  and  Marshall  College,  and  Mrs.  Dorothy 
Neprash,  reference  librarian,  has  revealed  thai  certain 
modifications  in  the  ranking  of  American  colleges  by 
age  are   in   order.  As  a   result.   Hampden-Sydney   mures 

up  in  the  list  to  tenth  place. 

A  news  release  from  Lancaster.  I'a..  dated  July  21, 
1960,  reported  OS  follows: 

Franklin  and  Marshall  College,  Lancaster.  Pa.,  long 
known  as  the  thirteenth  oldest  college  in  the  country, 
now  places  fourteenth.  .  .  . 

No  one  knows  where  the  legend  about  the  College's 
being  thirteenth  in  the  academic  line  of  liberal  arts 
schools  began.  Like  Topsy.  it  just  grew.  Suspicions 
about  the  accuracy  of  the  designation  began  to  arise  in 
April  1957  when  Dr.  Frederick  deW.  Bolman.  Jr..  was 
to  be  inaugurated  as  president. 

On  such  academic  festive  occasions  the  inevitable  pro- 
cessions, according  to  protocol,  are  made  up  on  a  basis 
of  seniority:  the  representatives  from  the  oldest  insti- 
tutions march  first.  Officials  at  Franklin  and  Marshall 
in  charge  of  the  Bolman  inauguration  noted  that  six- 
teen schools  had  applied  for  positions  in  the  line  pre- 
ceding Franklin  and  Marshall. 

Mr.  Anstaett.  determined  to  hold  the  line,  not  out  of 
sentiment  for  his  College,  but  on  a  basis  of  fact,  began 
a  study.  As  a  result,  four  liberal  arts  institutions  had 
their  founding  dates  called  into  question: 

Washington  and  Lee,  Lexington.  Ya..  listed  as 
founded  in  1749.  is  revealed  by  research  to  have  been 
operating  as  an  academy  until  1813. 

Moravian  College,  Bethlehem.  Pa.,  found  in  17  42 
as  Moravian  College  and  Seminary  for  Women,  did  not 
offer  courses  on  the  undergraduate  level  until  after  1800, 
and  its  men's  college  was  not  founded  until  1807. 

The  University  of  Pittshurgh  (which  was  called 
Western  University  in  is  10  and  didn't  get  its  present 
name  until  1908)  was  founded  in  1787  "■-•'  an  academy. 
not  as  a  college. 

Washington  and  Jefferson,  Washington.  Pa.,  char- 
tered as  an  academy  in  1787,  re-chartered  as  a  College 
(Jefferson  College  1802;  Washington  College  1906). 

The  research  also  showed  that  three  institutions  had 
to  lie  relocated  higher  up  on  the  list: 

Hampden-Sydney  College,  Hampden-Sydney.  Va., 
was  founded  in  177  0  and  offered  its  first  courses  on  the 
college  level  on  January  first  of  that  year. 

St.  John's  College,  Annapolis,  Md.,  founded  in 
1696,  and  chartered  as  a  college  in  1784,  offered  its  first 
instruction  at  college  level  in  1786. 

Washington  College,  Chestertown.  Md.,  was  char- 
tered in  IT 83.  and  offered  instruction  on  the  college 
level  in  that  year.  .  .  . 

In  determining  seniority.  Mr.  Anstaett  chose  to  base 
his  interpretation  on  the  dates  pertaining  to  the  time 
when  the  first  instruction  on  the  college  level  was  given 
rather  than  the  issue  of  charters  to  academies.

The  student  of  Colonial  America  and  early  United 
States  history  will  enjoy  playing  with  statistics  that 
show  that  ten  of  our  leading  schools  of  higher  educa- 
tion were  founded  before  the  American  Revolution  :  that 
ten  of  the  earliest  institutions  were  founded  in  the 
Middle  Atlantic  States,  eight  in  Xew  England,  and 
seven  in  the  South:  that  New  England  and  the  Middle 
Atlantic  States  tie  with  the  founding  of  four  schools 
each  before  1775;  and  that  twelve  of  these  earliest  col- 
leges have  become  the  leading  universities  in  the  coun- 
trv.

Virginia. 

Reappointed  to  tlie  board  were  Dr.  Bernard  E.  Bain, 
'28,  superintendent  of  The  Presbyterian  Home  in 
Lynchburg,  Virginia,  and  Joseph  Stras  Gillespie,  '25, 
attorney,  of  Tazewell,  Virginia. 

Three  former  members  of  the  board  were  retired  un- 
der the  system  of  rotation  as  set  by  the  Synod.  These 
were  A.  B.  Carrington,  Jr..  '15,  Danville,  Virginia,  a 
member  since  1928:  J.  YY.  Dunnington,  '11.  Farmville, 
Virginia,  who  lias  served  since  1930;  and  W.  T.  Reed, 
Jr.,  '24.  of  Sabot,  Virginia,  who  was  appointed  in  1917. 
These  men  have  all  made  outstanding  contributions  to 
tin-  college  through  their  services  on  the  board  and  they 
will  be  greatly  missed. 

Mr.  Edmunds  is  president  of  the  Edmunds  Lumber 
Company  in  South  Boston.  Virginia.  After  attending 
Hampden-Sydney  for  three  years  he  received  his  A.B. 
degree  from  the  University  of  Virginia.  He  is  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Episcopal  Church  and  is  a  director  of  the 
Virginia  State  Chamber  of  Commerce.  He  has  served 
as  president  of  the  Hampden-Sydney  Alumni  Associa- 
tion, and  has  been  active  in  the  Halifax  Alumni  Chap- 
ter and  the  annual  Alumni  Fund  organization. 

Mr.  Henneman  is  vice  president  of  The  Hanover 
Bank  in  New  York.  He  received  his  A.B.  degree  from 
the  College  in  1920  and  has  been  associated  with  the 
hank  since  October  of  that  year,  lie  is  a  member  of 
St.  James  Protestant  Episcopal  Church.  He  has  been 
active  in  promoting  the  interests  of  Hampden-Sydney 
College  and  has  encouraged  others  to  be  concerned  in 
its  welfare  and  support. 

Mr.  Robertson  returns  to  the  Hoard  after  one  year's 
absence.

427  Students  Now  Enrolled 

Hampden-Sydney   had    another   capacity   enrollment 

this  fall  for  its  one  hundred  and  eighty-fifth  session. 
with  427  students  registered  in  September.  Of  these. 
loo  were  new  men. 

Last  year  there  were  41S  students,  of  whom  144  were 
freshmen. 

According  to  figures  compiled  by  Dean  Charles  B. 
Vail,  seventy-one  per  cent  of  this  year's  freshmen 
entered  Hampden-Sydney  with  two  or  more  years  of 
Latin,  twenty-seven  percent  with  two  or  more  years  of 
French,  and  twenty-five  per  cent  with  two  or  more 
years  of  Spanish. 

Forty-seven  percent  had  had  solid  geometry,  sixty- 
seven  per  cent  trigonometry,  eighty-eight  per  cent 
biology,  eighty  per  cent  chemistry,  and  fifty-nine  per 
cent  physics.

The  Hymn  and  Congregational  Singing,  by  James 

U.   Svdnor,  ':i:S.  John   Knox   Press,  Richmond,  Ya.. 
1960.  192  pp.,  $4.50. 

This  I k.  chosen   by  the    Pulpit   P>ook   Club   as   its 

July  selection,  received  high  praise  in  a  review  by 
W.  A.  Wright,  Jr.,  in  the  Richmond  Times-Dispatch: 

"In  a  field  too  often  characterized  by  esoteric  profes- 
sionalism at  the  cunsole  and  podium  and  poor  taste  and 
training  in  the  pew,  Dr.  Svdnor  has  produced  an 
exceptionally  sensible  and  helpful  guide. 

"After  briefly  discussing  congregational  singing  in 
general,  the  author  happily  leaves  argument  and  theory 
behind  and  turns  to  the  practical  problem  of  why,  how, 
when,  ami  what  in  relation  to  hymn  singing. 

"He  explains  the  types  of  hymns,  good  and  bad,  the 
structure  of  the  hymnal  (most  denominational  hymnals

Specific  references  and  suggestions  are  profuse  and 
practical.  Several  lists  of  hymns  by  various  classifica- 
tions are  included. 

''This  is  required  reading  fur  ministers,  choir  di- 
rectors, organists,  and  choirs,  both  professional  and  vol- 
unteer. But  the  initiated  layman  also  needs  to  know 
what  this  book  will  tell  him  about  singing  in  church. 

"It  is  unequaled  in  its  field." 

Dr.  Sydnor  is  professor  of  church  music  at  the  Pres- 
byterian School  of  Christian  Education  in  Richmond. 
He  was  editor  of  the  Hymnal  for  Christian  Worship, 
chairman  of  the  music  committee  of  The  Hymnbook 
(jointly  published  by  the  five  major  branches  of  Pres- 
byteriansim  in  the  United  States),  and  music  editor 
for  Fellowship  Hymnal,  issued  by  the  National  Council 
of  Churches.  He  is  vice  president  of  the  Hymn  Society 
of  America  and  a  former  dean  of  the  Virginia  chapter 
of  the  American  Guild  of  Organists. 

Dr.  Sydnor  was  a  student  at  Hampden-Sydney  from 
1929  to  1932.  He  received  his  A.B.  degree  from  Rutgers. 
bis  II.  Mus.  ami  M.  Mus.  from  the  Westminster  Choir 
College,  and  the  Sac.  Mus.  Doc.  degree  from  the  School 
of  Sacred  Music  at  Union  Theological  Seminary  in  New 
York  City. 

Effective  Public  Prayer,  by  Robert  L.  Williamson.  '41. 
Bn.adman  Press.  Nashville,  Tenn.  152  pp.,  $2.9.""). 

Mr.  Williamson,  who  is  pastor  of  the  Lake  Forest 
Presbyterian  Church  in  Knoxville.  Tennessee,  has  writ- 
ten this  hook  out  of  fifteen  years  of  pastoral  experience 
with  the  problem  of  leading  a  congregation  in  meaning- 
ful prayer. 

A  review  by  Marvin  Williams  of  Austin  Presbyterian 
Theological  Seminary  in  The  Presbyterian  Outlook  com- 
mented : 

"The  author  cites  various  errors  and  excellencies 
commonly  found  in  public  prayer,  the  function  of  the 
pastoral  prayer,  and  the  fruits  of  effective  prayer.  But 
the  heart  of  the  book  is  the  three  chapters  which  deal 
with  the  content  of  the  pastoral  prayer,  the  language  of 
prayer,  and  preparing  the  pastoral  prayer.  In  these 
chapters  it  becomes  evident  that  Mr.  Williamson  has 
studied  some  of  the  best  works  in  English  on  leading 
public  prayer,  has  passed  their  contents  through  the 
lire  of  his  experience,  anil  has  set  down  for  the  reader 
the  tested  results. 

"No  effort  is  intended  by  the  author  toward  a  pro- 
found theological  approach  to  congregational  prayer  and 
the  leading  of  it.  However,  be  has  produced  a  quite 
readable  and  helpful  work  aimed  at  the  more  practical 
aspects  of  the  church's  prayer  life.  The  book  should 
prove  helpful  not  only  to  parish  ministers  hut  also  to 
seminary  students  (perhaps,  especially  to  them)  and  to 
elders  who  lead  public  worship." 

Mr.  Williamson  was  a  magna  rum  laude  graduate  in 
the  class  of  1941.  earning  the  A.B.  degree.  He  is  also 
a  graduate  of  Union  Theological  Seminary  in  Rich- 
mond, and  has  held  pastorates  in  West  Virginia  and 
Alabama  as  well  as  Tennessee. 
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Dr.  Elliott  Attends  Mathematics 
Institute 

Dr.  Emmett  E.  Elliott,  '28,  professor  of  mathematics 
at  Hampden-Sydney  since  1916,  completed  eight  weeks 
of  intensive  study  in  mathematics  at  a  Clemson  Col- 
lege summer  institute  for  college  teachers.  The  pro- 
gram was  sponsored  by  the  National  Science  Founda- 
tion.

The  100th  anniversary  of  the  construction  of  historic 

College  Church  on  the  campus  was  celebrated  on  Sun- 
day, September  18,  with  special  services. 

Highlighting    the    centennial     observance     were     ad- 
dresses   by    Dr.    Frank    Bell    Lewis,    dean    of    Union 
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Theological  Seminary,  and  M.  Boyd  Corner,  assistant 
professor  of  history  at  Hampden-Sydney.  Dr.  Lewis  dis- 
cussed the  life  of  the  architect  of  College  Church,  Dr. 
Robert  Lewis  Dabney.  Mr.  Corner's  subject  was  "Our 
Ooodly  Heritage"  ami  he  traced  the  history  of  the 
church  from  its  earliest  beginnings  until  the  year  I860. 

One  of  the  special  features  of  the  celebration  was 
the  presentation  of  a  pulpit  Bible  in  memory  of  the 
late  Dr.  James  Buckner  Massey.  (See  page  11  ) 

Many  friends  and  guests,  some  descendants  of  active 
members  of  the  church  of  100  years  ago.  joined  with 
present  members  and  students  assembled  in  this  service 
of  remembrance  and  of  rededication.  Dinner  was  served 
after  the  service.

An  editorial  in  the  Richmond  News  Leader  com- 
mented: "Dr.  Woodrow  W.  Wilkerson's  appointment  as 
State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  brings  to 
that  post  a  man  with  a  long  and  solid  record  of  ac- 
complishment in  Virginia's  school  system.  His  experi- 
ence as  teacher  and  as  administrator  with  increasing 
responsibilities  over  the  years  on  the  State  department's 
staff  have  earned  him  this  opportunity.  .  .  .  Dr.  Wilker- 
son lias  the  scholastic  qualifications.  His  successes  in 
the  past  have  indicated  his  soundness.  His  devotion  to 
the  public  school  system  is  unquestioned.  And  the  regard 
in  which  he  is  held  by  the  staff  and  the  retiring  super- 
intendent. Dr.  Davis  V.  Paschall.  attests  to  his  ability 
and  loyalty.  .  ." 

In  a  1958  editorial,  the  same  newspaper  had  praised 
Dr.  Paschall  and  Dr.  Wilkerson  for  their  part  in  teacher 
certification  changes,  in  these  words:  ".  .  .  They  are 
standing  up  to  formidable  opposition  within  the  teach- 
ing profession  ;  they  are  braving  the  panicky  cries  of 
educationists    who    accuse    them    of    something    akin    to 


sacrilege.  In  this  connection,  it  is  notable  that  Dr. 
Paschall  himself  is  a  student  of  history  and  govern- 
ment; Dr.  Wilkerson  is  a  Latinist;  neither  is  a  'profes- 
sional educationist',  for  which  Virginia  parents  may  In' 
profoundly  grateful.'" 

Dr.  Wilkerson  is  a  1930  graduate  of  Prospect  High 
School.  He  received  his  A.B.  degree  from  Hampden- 
Sydney  magna  rum  laude  in  1934,  his  master's  degree 
from  the  College  of  William  and  Mary  in  1938,  and  his 
doctorate  in  education  at  the  University  of  Marvland 
in  1952. 

He  began  his  career  in  the  field  of  public  education  as 
a  teacher  of  Latin.  English,  and  science  in  Victoria 
High  School  while  Dr.  Paschall  was  principal  there.  lie 
later  served  as  principal  of  Dillwyn.  King  William,  and 
Marion   High   Schools. 

Dr.  Wilkerson  is  a  past  president  of  the  National  As- 
sociation of  State  Supervisors  and  Directors  of  Second- 
ary Education.  He  has  served  as  executive  secretary  of 
the  Virginia  Commission  on  Secondary  Schools,  and  as 
chairman  of  the  central  review  committee  for  public 
schools  of  the  Association. 

He  was  elected  to  honorary  membership  in  Omicron 
Delta  Kappa  by  the  Hampd en-Sydney  circle  in  1956. 
He  is  also  a  member  of  Phi  Kappa  Phi  and  Delta 
Kappa. 

His  wife  is  the  former  Dorothy  Price  of  Brookneal. 
The  couple  has  three  children.

Brigadier  General  Achilles  L.  Tynes.  '36,  U.  S. 
Army  Medical  Corps,  who  attended  a  special  course  in 
anesthesiology  conducted  at  the  Mayo  Clinic  by  Dr. 
John  S.  Lundy  and  associates  during  World  War  II. 
will  assume  command  of  Tripler  TL  S.  Army  Hospital 
in  Honolulu.  Hawaii,  on  August  29.  I960. 

General  Tynes  was  a  special  military  student  and  ob- 
server in  the  Section  of  Anesthesiology  of  the  Mayo 
Clinic  from  March  to  October,  1939.  Born  in  Virginia 
in  1905.  he  was  graduated  from  Hampden-Sydney  Col- 
lege in  19263  from  the  University  of  Virginia  School 
of  Medicine  in  1930,  and  from  the  Army  Medical 
School  and  Army  Field  Service  School  in  1933.

Edward  T.  Nielsen,  '45,  Naval  Intelligence  Specialist, 
has  been  appointed  to  attend  the  National  War  College, 
Washington,  D.  C,  for  the  1960-61  academic  year.

The  sketches  taken  from  the  publica- 
tion appear  below  : 

DR.   FRANK  A,   BROWN 

Dr.  Frank  A.  Brown  has  been  a  member  of  Norfolk 
Presbytery  for  half  a  century,  and  is  our  senior  minister, 
although  not  our  oldest.  For  38  of  these  50  years  he 
served  as  a  beloved  missionary  in  China  under  our 
Hoard  of  World  Missions. 

Upon  his  retirement  he  tame  bark  home  and  settled 
in  Norfolk  to  help  wherever  asked.  Many  a  young  per- 
son has  been  fascinated  by  his  explanation  of  how  our 
missionary  dollar  is  used.  Sometimes  he  reminds  Pres- 
bytery that  the  average  gift  to  missions  per  member  per 
day  is  only  enough  to  buy  a  four  cent  stamp. 

A  few  years  back  Dr.  Brown  set  out  to  visit  all  the 
churches  in  Norfolk,  of  every  kind  and  description.  He 
wanted  to  know  people,  but  also  to  see  what  these 
churches  believed  and  practiced,  and  also  how  they  ap- 
pealed to  people  through  evangelism. 

In  May,  aged  83,  he  set  out  on  a  five-month  trip  to 
the  Orient  to  visit  Japan  and  Korea.  He  will  visit  his 
two  missionary  sons  and  their  families  as  well  as  visit 
friends  of  former  davs  on  the  mission  fields.

Most  of 
us  associate  him  with  the  office  of  Stated  Clerk  and 
Treasurer  of  Presbytery,  for  he  lias  served  the  Presby- 
tery in  this  way  since  1!»4().  Few  of  us  realize  the  tremen- 
dous amount  of  detail  work  that  our  Clerk  does  in  these 
jobs  in  keeping  the  business  of  Presbytery  up  to  date 
and  correct.

BROOKE.  Dr.  Francis  J.  Brooke,  Jr.,  '11,  died  in  Norfolk,  Virginia, 
on  June  29,  1960.  He  was  seventy  years  of  age  and  had  been 
hospitalized  since  May  13.  His  death  was  attributed  to  a  heart 
attack. 

Dr.  Brooke  was  a  native  of  Clarksburg,  West  Virginia,  the  son 
of  the  Reverend  Dr.  Francis  J.  Brooke  and  Elizabeth  Gay  Bentley 
Brooke.  He  received  his  A.  B.  degree  from  Hampden-Sydney  in 
1911,  and  for  two  years  taught  school  in  Charles  Town,  West 
Virginia.  He  then  entered  Union  Theological  Seminary,  where 
he  graduated  in  1916.  In  1935  he  received  the  honorary  degree 
of  doctor  of  divinity  from  Hampden-Sydney   College. 

Before  moving  to  Norfolk  in  1955,  Dr.  Brooke  had  served 
churches  in  the  Bayard  and  Thomas  parish  in  West  Virginia;  in 
Wytheville,  Virginia;  and  at  Ruffner  Memorial  Presbyterian  Church 
in  Charleston,  West  Virginia.  From  1940  to  1955  he  was  pastor 
of   the   Abingdon,   Virginia,    Presbyterian   Church. 

At  the  time  of  his  death,  Dr.  Brooke  was  pastor  of  the  Second 
Presbyterian  Church  in  Norfolk,  having  served  previously  as  its 
temporary  supply  pastor.  Under  his  leadership  the  church  congre- 
gation is  moving  its  present  location  to  a  new  $300,000  building, 
which  is  scheduled  for  completion  in  the  near  future.  Another 
evidence  of  Dr.  Brooke's  leadership  is  to  be  noted  in  the  fact  that 
he  served  as  moderator  of  every  presbytery  in  which  he  held 
pastorates  and  was  stated  clerk  of  Abingdon  Presbytery  for  many 
years.   He  was  always  in  great  demand  as  a  speaker. 

Survivors  are  a  son,  Dr.  Francis  J.  Brooke,  Jr.,  '49,  of  Char- 
lottesville, Virginia,  and  a  sister,  Mrs.  James  L.  Sloss  of  Webster 
Groves,  Missouri.  Funeral  services  were  held  in  the  Second 
Presbyterian  Church  in  Norfolk,  with  burial  in  Forest  Lawn  Cem- 
etery. 

Malcolm  W.  Brown,  '04,  died  on  April  18,  1960,  in 
Pulaski,  Virginia. 

EDMUNDS.  Mrs.  Harry  H.  Edmunds  died  at  her  home  in  Halifax, 
Virginia,  on  Sunday,  September  18,  1960.  She  was  ninety  years 
of  age. 

Mrs.  Edmunds,  the  former  Miss  Louisa  Gilmer  Riely,  was  born  in 
Halifax  May  11,  1870,  the  daughter  of  the  late  Judge  John  W. 
Riely  and  Mrs.  Emma  Carrington  Riely.  She  received  her  edu- 
cation at  the  Powell  School  in  Richmond,  Virginia.  She  married 
Henry  Holt  Edmunds  on  December  15,  1892,  and  to  this  union 
were  born  four  daughters  and  five  sons.    The  Edmunds  for  many 


years  conducted  a  private  orphanage  for  homeless  girls.  For  the 
neighborhood  children  the  Edmunds  started  a  Sunday  School, 
renting  a  cabin  for  classes,  and  in  1903  built  a  chapel  for  worship 
services.  Throughout  her  life  Mrs.  Edmunds  contributed  to  the 
welfare  of  needy  children  in  the  community. 

In  1952  Mrs.  Edmunds  was  named  "Virginia  Mother  of  the  Year."

Survivors  are  four  sons,  Dr.  Louis  Henry  Edmunds,  '22,  Seattle, 
Washington,  Richard  Coles  Edmunds,  '25,  Halifax,  Virginia,  and 
member  of  the  Hampden-Sydney  Board  of  Trustees,  Robert  Ed- 
munds, '34,  and  Paul  C.  Edmunds,  III,  of  Halifax;  four  daughters, 
Mrs.  Locke  White  of  Halifax,  Mrs.  Phillip  C.  Hammock  of  Greens- 
boro, North  Carolina,  Dr.  Elizabeth  Edmunds  of  Lynchburg,  Vir- 
ginia, and  Mrs.  Robert  King  of  Belleview,  Washington,  a  sister, 
Mrs.  William  H.  Edmunds  of  Halifax;  twenty-seven  grandchildren 
and  fourteen  great-grandchildren. 

Funeral  services  were  held  at  St.  John's  Episcopal  Church  on 
September  19,  with  burial  in  the  church  cemetery.  Joseph  T. 
Trotter,  '35,  and  P.  T.  Atkinson,  '07,  represented  the  College  at  the 
services. 

KING.  Oliver  K.  King,  '19,  died  at  his  home  in  White  Plains,  New 
York,  on  July  4,  1960.    He  was  sixty-three  years  old. 

Mr.  King  was  born  in  Morristown,  Tennessee,  and  was  a  des- 
cendant of  Edward  Rutledge,  a  signer  of  the  Declaration  of  Inde- 
pendence. He  was  educated  at  East  Tennessee  Normal  School, 
Hampden-Sydney  College,  and  the  law  schools  of  Georgetown 
and  Fordham  Universities.  In  1924  he  was  admitted  to  the  New 
York  state  bar. 

After  working  as  a  law  clerk  in  New  York  City  for  several 
years  he  went  to  White  Plains  in  1931.  He  was  a  partner  suc- 
cessively in  the  law  firms  of  Clark,  Jaeger,  Dart  &  King;  King  & 
Dart;  King,  Dart  &  Hood;  King,  Hood  &  O'Connor;  and  Clark, 
Gagliardi  &  King.  At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  a  partner  in 
King,  Edwards  &  O'Connor.  In  1937  Mr.  King  was  appointed 
County  Judge  by  Governor  Herbert  H.  Lehman. 

Mr.  King  had  served  as  principal  of  the  Morristown  High  School 
and  was  corporation  counsel  and  a  village  trustee  of  Port  Chester, 
New  York.  During  World  War  I,  he  was  a  Marine  Corps  sergeant. 
He  served  as  president  of  the  Westchester  County  Bar  Association. 
He  was  a  member  of  the  Scarsdale  Golf  Club  and  the  Union 
League  Club  of  New  York. 

Surviving  are  his  wife;  two  sons,  John  R.  King  of  Stowe,  Ver- 
mont, and  Robert  F.  King  of  Scarsdale,  New  York;  a  brother;  a 
sister;  and  three  grandchildren. 

MORTON.  Marshall  Morton,  '95,  died  in  Columbus,  Georgia,  on 
June  6,  1960,  following  many  months  of  illness.  He  was  eighty-six 
years  old. 

Mr.  Morton  was  a  native  of  Appomattox  County,  Virginia,  the 
son  of  Dr.  Charles  S.  Morton,  Class  of  1851,  and  Mary  Lavalette 
Gilliam  Morton. 

The  following  account  is  taken  from  the  Columbus  Enquirer: 

Marshall  Morton  came  to  Columbus  at  the  age  of  twenty-six  to 
accept  the  position  as  principal  of  Columbus  High  School,  which 
he  held  for  five  years.  He  resigned  to  enter  business  and  became 
a  leader  in  the  business  and  civic  life  of  the  community.  Intensely 
interested  in  the  affairs  of  the  city,  he  was  a  candidate  for  mem- 
bership in  the  first  City  Commission  when  the  form  of  government 
was  changed  in  1922.  He  was  elected  and  served  a  three-year 
term.  Following  his  commission  service,  he  left  public  life  and 
continued  to  devote  himself  to  his  business  affairs.  When  Columbus 
needed  a  City  Manager  in  1933,  Mr.  Morton  was  elected  and 
served  for  a  period  of  fourteen  years,  when  his  resignation  was 
accepted  with  regret  by  the  commission.  All  voiced  praise  of  his 
service  as  City  Manager.  Mr.  Morton's  death  at  the  advanced  age 
of  86  brought  deep  sorrow  to  his  wide  circle  of  friends.  His 
service  to  Columbus  will  not  soon  be  forgotten. 

Surviving  are  his  wife;  two  brothers,  Henry  W.  Morton  of 
Columbus,  Georgia,  and  John  T.  Morton  of  Lynchburg,  Virginia; 
and  a  sister,   Mrs.   Lucius   P.   Dillon  of  Lexington,  Virginia. 

Mr.  Morton  received  the  A.  B.  degree  from  Hampden-Sydney 
and  throughout  his  life  was  a  loyal  supporter  of  and  friend  to  the 
College.

Letters  of  the  1890's 

The  College  has  recently  come  into  possession  of  seven 
letters  addressed  to  Dr.  John  Bell  Henneman,  who  was 
professor  of  English  at  Hampden-Sydney  from  1889  to 
1893.  The  letters  rover  a  period  running  from  February 
1893  to  March   1898. 

The  first  of  the  letters,  dated  February  15,  1893,  was 
from  William  W.  Smith,  president  of  the  "Randolph- 
Macon  Colleges  &  Academies."  It  appears  that  he 
was  concerned  with  recruiting  a  faculty  for  Randolph- 
Macon  Woman's  College,  which  was  to  open  its  doors 
in  Lynchburg  that  fall.  Professor  Henneman  had  rec- 
ommended a  .Mrs.  Taliaferro  for  a  teaching  position. 
Being  no  Methodist,  apparently,  and  a  woman,  she  had 
one  if  not  two  strikes  against  her.  Dr.  Smith  wrote: 
"Mrs.  Taliaferro  would  certainly  not  he  debarred  be- 
cause of  her  religious  connections  hut  1  think  it  is  the 
purpose  of  the  Board  to  place  gentlemen  in  charge  of 
the  important  departments  in  the  Academic  course  and 
doubt  whether  there  is  any  place  suited  to  her  talents 
as  a  teacher.  There  would  however  he  no  objection  to 
receiving  an  application  from  her  which  will  be  referred 
to  the  Com.  which  is  to  elect  April  18th." 

President  Smith  then  tried  to  interest  Professor 
Henneman  in  coming  to  R-MWC  himself:  "I  do  not 
know  how  firmly  you  are  fixed  in  your  position  at  1I-S. 
but  if  you  think  the  work  we  are  undertaking  for  our 
Southern  Women  is  worthy  of  our  best  talent  and  of 
sacrifice  and  earnest  effort  on  the  part  of  our  Church  1 
should  he  glad  to  have  you  consider  the  question  of 
applying  for  the  Chair  of  English." 

Hi'.  Henneman  was  to  remain  at  Hampden-Sydney 
only  until  the  end  of  that  session;  but  it  was  not  the 
education  of  Southern  Women  that  called  him  away,  for 
we  find  him  at  the  University  of  Tennessee  next  fall. 
There  he  remained  until  1900,  when  he  went  to  the 
University  of  the  South  at  Sewanee. 

President  Smith's  letter  concluded  with  the  following 
pessimistic  note:  "I  fear  the  Va.  Edl.  Assn.  must  die 
from  lack  of  sufficient  value  to  its  members  to  induce 
at  tendance.  We  lack  community  of  interests.'"  Today 
the  Virginia  Educational  Association  flourishes  abun- 
dantly. 

The  second  communication  is  an  invitation  to  Pro- 
lessor  Henneman  to  attend  the  banquet  of  the  Class  of 
'94  "at  the  residence  of  Maj.  Yenable"  March  2,  1893,  at 
8:30  o'clock.  The  committee  who  signed  the  invitation 
were  Wm.  E.  Finley.  J.  S.  Read,  and  J.  (i.  McAllister. 
The  last-named  would  be  president  of  Hampden-Sydney 
within  twelve  years. 

The  next  letter,  dated  June  24,  1894,  was  addressed 
to  Dr.  Henneman  at  Knoxvillc.  It  was  from  a  young 
man  destined  to  become  a  physician  and  one  of  Hamp- 
den-Sydney's  distinguished  alumni.  A.  L.  Tynes,  '94. 
Two  of  his  sons.  Finley  Tynes.  '25,  and  General  Lacy 
Tynes.  '26,  were  later  to  attend  and  graduate  from 
Hampden-Sydney. 

Young  Tynes'  letter  was  a  ropiest  for  a  testimonial 
of  his  work  in  Professor  Henneman's  English  and  his- 
tory classes,  with  a  teaching  position  in  mind.  He  added 
the  information  that  "I  am  continuing  the  study  of  our 


local  [Tazewell]  history  and  have  recently  obtained 
some  interesting  information  concerning  the  settlement 
of  this  section  of  the  state.  I  hope  to  publish  some  of  it 
in  our  country  papers.  .  .  ."' 

On  .July  20,  1895,  Richard  Mcllwaine,  president  of 
Hampden-Sydney,  wrote  Dr.  Henneman  at  Cambridge. 
Mass..  assuring  him  that  "our  two  Libraries  [College 
and  Seminary]  will  he  at  your  service  whenever  you  can 
come.'"  He  touched  on  a  recurring  presidential  prob- 
lem :  "I  have  been  detained  at  home  in  trying  to  get 
matters  at  work  about  our  water-supply."  He  assured 
him  that  "your  friends  here  are  well  except  Miss  Fannie 
Hart,  who  lingers  in  a  very  feeble  condition." 

A  postscript  stated  that  "Prof.  Thornton  is  making  a 
tour  along  the  C.  &  O.  R.  R.  from  Staunton,  Va.  to 
Charleston.  W.  Va.  in  the  interests  of  the  College.  Whit- 
ing is  getting  to  be  quite  a  gentleman  in  his  depart- 
ment, but  there  is  still  room  for  improvement."  This 
hist  statement  is  enigmatic.  W.  H.  Whiting.  Jr.,  '80, 
was  at  this  time  principal  of  Clay  Hill  Academy.  He 
diil  not  join  the  Hampden-Sydney  faculty  until  1902. 
developing  into  one  of  the  College's  greatest  teachers. 

In  the  fifth  letter,  dated  February  15,  1897,  C.  W. 
Sommerville.  '90,  appealed  to  Dr.  Henneman  for  as- 
sistance in  having  made  portraits  of  Professors  L.  L. 
Holladay,  '53,  who  had  died  in  1891,  and  Walter  Blair, 
who  had  retired  in  1896  as  professor  of  Latin  and  Ger- 
man. He  planned  to  write,  in  this  connection,  such 
noted  Hampden-Sydney  personages  as  Professor  W.  H. 
Bocock.  '84.  Dr.  W.  D.'Hooper.  '89.  and  Major  Richard 
Yenable.  '^',. 

The  sixth  letter  (April  2.  1897)  was  from  Marshall 
Morton.  '9."),  A.B.,  B.S..  principal  of  Coleman  ((ia.) 
High  School,  and  was  a  request  for  information  about 
a  reported  opening  in  French  and  Cerman  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Tennessee.  Mr.  Morton  subsequently  went 
into  insurance. 

The  last  letter  of  the  group  was  written  on  March  14, 
1898,  by  Henry  Read  Mcllwaine,  professor  of  English  at 
Hampden-Sydney.  and  later  State  Librarian  of  Vir- 
ginia. It  shows  how  different  were  the  interests  of  col- 
lege annual  editors  then  and  now:  "The  boys  who  have 
charge  of  the  'Kaleidoscope'  for  this  year  asked  me  a 
few  days  ago  to  write  for  it  an  article  on  the  literary 
work  of  IT.  S.  men  from  the  beginning  of  the  College 
to  the  present  day.  ...  I  promised  to  do  this  for  them  : 
hut  I  have  thought  that  such  a  piece  of  work  is  of 
sufficient  importance  to  employ  the  attention  of  the  man 
most  fitted  to  engage  in  it.  and  I  have  thought  that  you 
are  that  man.  owing  to  the  fact  that  you  have  always 
taken  a  particular  interest  in  the  history  of  the  College 
and  have,  no  doubt,  much  data  at  hand.  Could  you  he 
induced  to  write  the  article?  You  would  be  doing  me  a 
service,  but  more  important  than  that,  you  would  be 
doing  all  U.S.  men  a  service,  for  you  would  he  putting 
down  in  permanent  form  Hampden-Sydney  *s  record.  .  . ." 

An  examination  of  the  1898  Kaleidoscope  indicates 
this  upshot  of  the  matter:  each  of  the  men  contributed 
a  somewhat  more  limited  article — Dr.  Henneman  writ- 
ing on  President  Gushing  and  Dr.  Mcllwaine  on  Hugh 
A.  Garland's  "The  Life  of  John  Randolph  of  Roanoke"'.

The  Tiger  football  team  of  1960  can  be  sized  up  as 
one  with  desire  and  team  spirit  —  two  thing's  needed 
when  handicapped  by  lack  of  experience. 

New  head  football  coach  Stokley  Fulton,  successor  to 
Bob  Thalman,  said  as  much  after  the  opening  practices 
the  first  of  September.  Coach  Fulton,  perhaps  the 
greatest  lineman  in  Hampden-Sydney  history  and  line 
coach  at  his  alma  mater  for  the  past  three  years,  greeted 
50  men  for  drills,  including  13  lettermen  back  from  a 
team  with  a  6-2-1  record  last  year. 

Before  the  opener  of  an  eight-game  schedule.  Coach 
Fulton  sized  his  team's  strength  up  something  like  this: 


The  strongest  positions  are  the  center  and  guards,  as 
the  team  has  good  middle-of-the-line  prospects. 

At  halfback,  things  are  well  off  with  Co-captains 
Charlie  Sears  and  Jim  Slaughter  backed  up  by  good 
men.  Sears  in  108  carries  was  good  for  601  yards,  a 
5.5  average  last  year.  Slaughter  gained  121  yards  in  35 
carries  for  a  3.5  average. 

The  next  strongest  point,  according  to  the  coach,  is  at 
end.  Scotty  Sinims  and  Tony  Rucker  provide  experience 
there,  and  the  return  of  Bob  Savior,  a  Fork  Union  man. 
who  played  at  Hampden-Sydney  two  years  ago  before 
going  into  service,  will  help  out. 

Tackles  are  the  weakest  spot.  Experience  and  size 
are  lacking,  but  a  promising  bunch  of  freshmen  are 
the  key  to  that  situation,  trusts  the  coach.

Last  season  Everette  was  good  for  275  yards 
in  7(i  carries.  His  passing  was  six  completions  in  15  at- 
tempts, and  his  punting  totaled  1,230  yards  for  34.  to 
give  him  a  36-yard  average. 

Tommy  Treadway,  a  junior,  provides  the  experience 
at  fullback.  lie  is  hacked  up  by  Bill  Fen-ell  ami  Joe 
Viar. 

After  initial  practice  was  launched  September  1. 
Coach  Fulton  said.  "We  have  a  real  good  nucleus  to 
work  with  in  Sears.  Slaughter.  Sale.  Everette,  and 
Rucker.  Our  second  nucleus  will  center  on  Hollman. 
lleinzer,  Treadway.  Butler,  and  Simms.  We  will  be 
smaller  this  year,  hut  we  hope  to  make  up  for  it  with 
speed." 

Before  this  goes  to  press.  Hampden-Sydney  will  have 
opened  with  Emory  and  Henry,  a  tough  team  from  year 
to  year.  Viewed  as  the  opener  long  before  play  actually 
got  under  way.  Coach  Fulton  had  this  to  say:  "It  could 
be  a  blessing  in  disguise  —  one  thing  for  certain,  we 
will  know  where  our  strong  and  weak  points  lie  after 
the  first  game.'' 

Assisting  Coach  Fulton  will  be  newcomers  to  the 
Hampden-Sydney  athletic  department.  Dick  Burrell, 
athletic  director  from  Woodberry  Forest ;  Bill  Pegram. 
from  Hopewell  High ;  and  Billy  Franklin,  from  Buck- 
ingham Central  High. 

The  schedule,  which  is  almost  the  same  as  the  one  in 
which  Hampden-Sydney  scored  18-1  to  the  opposition's 
101  last  year,  includes  four  home  games,  one  of  them 
being  the  Shrine  Bowl  Game  in  Richmond  City  Sta- 
dium. Johns  Hopkins  is  missing  from  the  schedule  this 
year.

Interesting   Items 

►  Good  news  for  women  and  mathematicians  turned  up 
in  a  paper  by  Fred  McCoy,  psychologist  with  the  Vir- 
ginia State  Mobile  Psychiatric  Clinic.  Tests  showed 
that  there  were  no  significant  differences  in  scores  in 
logic  between  men  and. women,  that  mathematics  majors 
scored  considerably  higher  than  others,  that  logic  courses 
had  little  effect  in  improving  scores  on  logic  tests,  and 
that  therefore  it  was  to  be  concluded  that  logical  reason- 
ing is  more  closely  related  to  intelligence  than  to  class- 
room training.
